THAT PATENT MEDICINE TAX 


Commissioner of Internal 
Rev enue 
Tells Scope ot Ruling . 
Washing ton, D. C,, Sept. 19 —In 
ex planation of his ruling o f Sept. 12, 
reg arding the sale of proprietary and 
patent medicines composed larg ely of 
distilled spirits or mix tures thereof, 
Mr. Yerkes, commissioner o f Internal 
revenue, said:

He calls attention to the fact that 
the commissioners adveitised for bids 
on July 3rd and let the work on that 
date to W. O. Rink, four or five day s 
before the last of the money came into 
h :s hands, thus try ing to create the 
impression th a t the commissioners 
have been ex tremely diligent In their 
efforts to let the work. 
The records of the county treasur­ 
er’s office show that $6048 22 was paid 
to Mr. Ball on the eighth day of May , 
1905, and that $2313.56 delinq uent tax 
was paid on the 7th day ot July , A 
D. 1905. The amount of this tax was 
a certainty since September ia&t when 
the levy was made, and the commis­ 
sioners could have advertised for bids 
at least a|month pri r to May eighth 
Thus itiwill be seen that Mr. Bali’s 
attem pt to show diligence on the 
part of the commissioners when they 
attempted to let the work on July 
3rd, is not borne out by facts. 
Here 
is a period of three months delay in 
the most favorable season of the y ear; 
had bids been advertised for at this 
time, the difficulties which are claim ­ 
ed to have been encountered could 
have been overcome and the road 
oould have been built and in use at 
the present time. 
If Mr. Ball can offer a good reason 
why he did not commence work on 
the reads before July 3rd, and then 
establish 
th at grading cannot 
be 
legally done after September first of 
each y ear, he will be the original dis­ 
cover of the fact t/hat there are only 
fifty -nine day s, Sunday s included, in 
which grading and stone work can be 
done in this locality .

definitely that the two acts must 
be construed together for the reason 
that Section 67, of the General Road

they shall forfeit Dot less than ten or 
more than fifty dollars,” and it might 
occur that before many moons he will 
be called upon to defend the commis­ 
sioners under this act. 
It is also possible that he does not 
care to state that the two acts will 
not be construed fcfgether, as this 
would probably be the only defense 
be would have to a mandamus pro­ 
ceeding compelling the commissioners 
to advertise for bids on the proposed 
work.

This is one error in which the com­ 
missioners cannot shift the responsi­ 
bility . It is certain tbey did not con­ 
sult their attorney in this matter. 
As to the difficulties encountered 
concerning the location of the Grand 
Detour road it is certain they would 
have all been overcome long ago had 
the work been started last spriDg. 
A careful review of the situation 
will convince the impartial observer 
that any one who attem pts to defend 
the position of the commissioners will 
find themselves pretty badly ‘ Balled 
Up.” 
The commissioners are

sponsible for four serious blunders: 
1. In not commencing the work 
last spiing. 


2 . In advertising the work only 
ten day s prior to July 3rd. 
3. In letting the work on an illegal 
bid. 


4 . In not proceeding to do the 
work at the present time. 
There is y et an opportunity for the 
commissioners to redeem themselves 
by endeavoring to complete the work 
this fall. It Is for them to decide 
whether the residents along the line 
of the proposed improvements shall 
have the benefits of a macadam road 
or travel in mud nex t spring. The 
, citizens of Dixon townsnip have ad- 
i vanced the cost of the Improvements 
I and it is the Imperative duty of the 
j commissioners to act. 
Let it be hop­ 
ed that they will perform their duty 
and delay the m atter no longer.
